The product is a synthetic organic chemical used as a pre-emergent selective herbicide and plant growth
regulator.  It is used to control broadleaf weeds and grasses in beans, cotton, rice, and soybeans, and to
control the growth of suckers on tobacco.  The product is imported from France as a technical material
and used in formulated products that are packaged for sale.
